crowd then began to collect dry faggots, 
and heiqis were gatbered in a few mo­ 
ments.

sort of veneration for the lady who thus 
ofl’ered herself as a sacrifice on the altar 
of connubial duty? May her spirit rest 
in peace, and from its place in the heav­ 
ens shed light 'upon her surviving 
ijrothers and sisters and upon her coun­ 
trymen, inspire them with courage in 
the aocomplishment of their ends in life. 
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“ When the old State Savings institu­ 
tion failed in August. 1877,” said Re­ 
ceiver L. B. Otis, “the books of the 
bank showed the names of 14,600 de­ 
positors, and of this number 11,212 
have dra-wn dividend. The remaiu'ng 
2,388 are—no oue knows where. The 
face of thoir unclaimed deposits is $26,- 
000 or $27,000, and all efforts to find 
them have proved unavailing. 
Many 
of these accounts are very small, and 
entne are only for interest, but in order 
to pay a final dividend it is necessary to 
know jn.at how many claimants there 
are.” 
“ On July 24, 1882, six differant divi- 
dondsi-amonatiDg in all to 45q>er cení., 
were 'in process of payment. As no 
dividends had been drawn upon many 
of the claims , against the .institution, 
and fbr the purpose of enabling the re­ 
ceiver to pay a final dividend and wind 
up the affairs of the institution, au order 
was entered by the court that all credi­ 
tors and holders of deposit-books should 
draw their respective dividends on or 
before December 1, 1882. 
This date 
was subsequently extended to February 
1, 1883, after which time all claims 
upon which dividends are-not drawn by 
that time are barred and excluded, from 
any participation in the funds of the 
insiitution iu the hands of the receiver. 
'There is now, aud in all probability 
will be on February 1 next, about S26,- 
OUO of unclaimed accounts, and the 
dividends on these will therefore go to 
the other depositors, thus increasing 
the amount they will receive. 
“Within the last month the receiver 
and his clerks have gone through the 
books of tbe institution, and, using the 
latest city directory, besides resortmg 
to other means, have endeavored to find 
out the whereabouts of these unknown 
claimauls and notify them by circular 
that dividends w-ere aii-aiting their 
pleasure. As a result wo have made 
some interesting discoveries. 
“ There was an accomit of §327 75, 
for instance, in favor of George F. Lee, 
formerly assistant treasurer of the Chi­ 
cago & Northwestern Eailway. He 
moved from Oliicago to Fond du Lao, 
Vis., in 1870. B.e was traced to that 
place, aud when informed of the fact 
could give uo explanation of it.

It will be the most curious 
featnre of; the new sallo to be opened 
next month in connection with the 
Musee de Cliiuy, and promise? to be 
tbe most complete history in leather of 
the bootniaker’s art that the world has 
yet seen. To the specimens already 
acquired by the museum have just been 
added two ítimons private collections— 
namely, those of M. Jacquemart and 
the : Baron Scbuter—together with 
number of boots once worn by Venetian 
courtiers, purchased on behalf of the 
Frencl'i Govermeat in Italy a few days 
siuee. In the same room will be sXiown 
the ancient tapestries aud articles of 
cloihing formerly belonging to the 
Chateau de Boussao, which but for oou- 
v'ehieut French law would have passed 
into foreign hands. I'he Commune of 
Bousaac, being in want of money, was 
actually negotiatiug with German agents 
for the sale of these relies of the past, 
when the Govia-nmeiit stepped in, cla^n 
ing the collection under the Historical 
Monuments law.- 
'The tapestries are 
now being restored, aud so cleverly 'will 
the work be done that only the eye of 
-an experienced arclmologist-will be able 
to distinguish fiie new patches from the 
ancient fab ic.

animals can dra\y the blood from their 
■victims. 
The wound, made probably 
from the small needle-like teeth, is a 
fine round hole, the bleeding from which 
is yery difficult to stop. 
It IS said that tho wings ot this deadly 
bat flying aroiiiid during the operation 
oi wounding and drawing blood, with 
great velocity, thus fanning the victim 
and lulling while the terrible w'ork is in 
progress. 
Some of the creatures measure two 
feet between tbe tips of the •wings, and 
they are often found in great mimhers 
in deserted d-wellings in the outskirts ot 
the city.

A writer says: One day lato iu .“priiig 
as I was passing over a bridge 1 chanced 
to see two lainprays, or “lamper-eels," 
as they are usually called, engaged in 
building tlioir nest in the creek below 
me. 
It was one of the most curious 
fip"ctacles I ever saw ill our stream. 
'They w.3re a few yards below the bridge 
just where tho water breaks from tho 
still i>ooi beueatlx it, aud flows with a 
rapid current over its roughly paved 
bottom. 
Tliey 
were 
distinguishable 
from the yollowisli brown and black 
stqufisvAnd pcbMesL'aitiiil - whicli they 
were working only by tlioir motions. 
They were tugging away at tbe small 
movable stones with great persistence., 
I went down to the water’s edge where 
they were within reach ot my staff, the 
bettor to observe them. They would 
run up to tho edge of the still -water 
and seize upon the stones with their 
suction mouth aud drag them back with 
the cuiTout and drop them upon their 
nest. I understood at once why thoir 
nests, which I had often observed be­ 
fore, wore a l^ ^ s placed at the begin­ 
ning of a rit£;' it is that the fish may 
avail themselves of the current in build­ 
ing then. 
The water sweeps them 
back with the pebble in tbeir mouth, 
thoir only effort being in sTemming the 
current to seize it. 
'They are thus ena­ 
bled to move stones w-bicb they oouid 
not stir iu still water. 
The stones varied in siae from a wal­ 
nut to a goose egg. 
IVhen one of them 
was tugging away at a stone too heavy 
for it, I would lend a helping hand 
with my staff; I ■would move the stone 
along gently, and the lamprey seemed 
entirely unoonseioiis ot the fao’, that it 
was being helped; it would drop the 
burden at tho proper point, and ran up 
for another. Indeed my aid and pres­ 
ence did not disturb tbem at all. From 
time to time, tbe larger of the two. 
which was the female, would thrast her 
tail -with great violence do-wxi among 
the pebbles at the bottom of tho creek 
and loosen them up, and set free tha 
mud which tha current quickly carried 
away. The new material thus plowed 
up -was carried to the nest. 
Twice iu 
the course of the half-hour that I ob­ 
served them, the act of spawning took 
place. 
Besides helping move the larger 
atones with my si all, I several times 
plowed up the bottom wit.li its point, 
thus relieving the female of that duty. 
The fish took it all as a matter of course, 
and seized upou the pebbles I had 
loosened with great alacrity. 'When 1 
thrust my cane beneath them and tried 
to lift them out of the -water, they 
would suck f.ast to the stones and pre­ 
vent me; hut, they did not manifest any 
alarm. The lampreys become mmb 
exhausted with the spawning and nest 
building, and large numbers of them 
(lie wueu it is over. In Juno it is not 
unusual to fiad thoir dead bodies in the 
streams they inhabit.

'Ttns is proved by the fact 
that the word is a surname—aud it is in 
one of the commonest of surnames—is al­ 
ways sounded and commonly •written 
“Clark” or “Clarke.” 
1 suspect that 
-‘Cier'T’ as a sutasm'c, so spelled, is dis­ 
tinctively “acolch," In the modem sense 
of that word. 
Also in writers of the six­ 
teenth and early seventeenth century, the 
word Itself is commonly writteu “ciark," 
or “clarke.” But of course “clerk” was 
at all times the most clerkly speilliig, a.» 
showing the Frenen and Latin crigm of 
the word.

chain gang of persons who should get 
money, advances or anything of value 
under false promise—a very wiJe en­ 
largement of the Statute of false pre­ 
tense. 
The hill had pa.ssod the House, 
but the Senate thought it discovered, 
where the Statute might be greatly a- 
bused, whore the weak and the ignorant 
wore involved, and, as sajd above, it 
was defeated by one vote. 
Tliij mea­ 
sure has been coaing up regularly every 
session for year.=, but it so far has met 
defeat every time- 
I t is creditable to 
to ithc present Legi.iature that it has 
again muí dcieut at its hands. 


There is about four hundred thou­ 
sand dollars of .surplus money in the 
State treasury and all .sons of schcn.us 
are being halched to get it out.

wonderful how many suggestions have 
been made to this end by (lurcly disin­ 
terested partie.s.

for th ■ hero tit of railroads which were 
never biiiit; Imi ¡he bonds were sold all 
the same by the rascals who got pos.scs- 
sion, and being now in the hands ol 
•‘innocent purchaser.•>,” the Ü. States 
Courts hold that they m ust be paid. 
Tbecoaiitios cannot p.ny tlie debts and 
accumulated interest and will not have 
their taxes collected to be gobbled up by 
these bondlioldens. 
Tax collectors will 
not qualify and tntor upon the discharge 
of the duties of their offices. 
The Stale 
is receiving no money from the “ stian- 
gulated counties,” but they draw their 
school money from the State treasury 
witli puneliial regularity.

The num­ 
ber of lives lost and the list oi disas'.ers, 
great and smad, are less than in most pre­ 
vious years. 
Single instances ot casualties 
atlei'ded with the loss of more than bal' a 
dozen lives have been fare. 
'The notable 
exceptions are the burning of tho steamer 
Manitoulin and the foumlering ot the Asia 
beth of which occurred in Georgian Bay. 
By the former ou May ISiU betvrceu 30 
aud 40 lives were lost, while by the latter 
over 100 persons are supposed to bave per­ 
ished. 
Lesser noteworthy casuaiiies oc­ 
curred on Thanksgiving clay, wheii might 
men perished on the Oauaaian shore of 
Lake Ontario near Piotou, and on Lake 
Michigan, when tho buruing of the steam- 
barge Peters occurred, caused the loss of 
18 livee. 
The lolal number of acculeuis 
and diiasters of ail c.iassos is about iOfl ior 
tho season, with a loss of not far from ITS 
lives. 


A fine, stately tree is tbo chestnut, and 
long-lived; but its wood, unless it is cut in 
youth, is far inferior to oak. 
If it is cut 
before it has reached 40 nr 50 years its 
timber is exceedingly sound, but after that 
period Us heart becomes dcceiltui and 
brittle. 
‘When it is let to stand beyond 
its full growth, ’ says a writer on trees, -it 
is tlie worst ot all timber, being apt to 
crack and fly into ephnters.’ One variety 
of tho chestnut produces sweet nuts: the 
french and Italians roast and eat them. 
Tbc trees which produce this sort of food 
are called sweet chestnuts. 
They do not 
yield fine nuts except they are grown iu a 
warmer climate than ours: they thrive 
heat where grapes ripen out of, doors. The 
country of Devon, however, does produce 
this fruit, fairly largo in size and good in 
quality. 
The finest chestnuts, it is said, 
arc imported from Spain. 
One favored spot, where the chestnut 
grows to perfection, ia-Vaiambrosa, iu the 
Apennines. 
Another spot where this tree 
fiounshcs is Etna: here is the world-famed 
(Jhestuut of a Hundred Civaliers,' so cali- 
ed, because that number of horsemen, who 
were escorting a high-born lady to Najvles, 
look shelter under its canopy at one time. 
Its giriu in 17T0 was 204 feet, but it 
seemed as if it -were a clump of five trees 
all m one. 
The chestnut seems to like a 
mountain aide. 
Olympus was once nearly 
shaded by these trees, ‘It is a delicate tree, 
as was proved by the great frost of 1709. 
This severe weather following on heavy 
1-ii.ius, destroyed whole groves of chestnut 
trees iu France. 
. 
We have already said the chestnut is 
most valuable for Us timber in youth, ‘Let 
no one bo afraid of cutting it too young,’ 
aavs a great authority on trees. 
Even at 
the age of 60 years it will be found 'rmg- 
ahaky’ within. 
Bat it is a very valuable 
tree when felled before its prime. 
It is 
much used for the manufacture of wme- 
casks. 
It IS said that wine, in these bar­ 
rels, ferments siowly, and has no unplea­ 
sant taste of wood, and the timner resists 
the dry rot so common in cellars. 
Ghesl- 
nut wood IS also very useful for posts and 
fencing. 
The foreigners use tho leaves for stuffing 
their beds and for bilering cattle. 
We have ho idea m our country of the 
great use of chestnuts to the poor man in 
the south of France and the north of Italy. 
The nuts are ground, and from the flour 
are made thick flat cakes, pnrrige, and 
sweetmeats. 
Lhestuut flour will keep 
good tor many years If put in sound air­ 
tight casks. 
Sugar, too, is made from the 
chestnut fruit. 
The tiee is said to have 
come originally from A.sia Minor, ami its 
Iruit was well-known as the ‘Sardis nut.’ 
The oldest and largest chestnut in our 
country is tuat on lurd D-acie’a estate 'at 
Tortworth. 
It is supposed to have been 
planted by the Romans. 
It 1* cited as 
*tho Old Chestnut’ m writings mode m the 
i-clgn ot King John.

itslioukl be kept varios with the weather 
•iu cold, ciry weather it wilt keep fresh 
mncir longer than in moist, 
n-nrm 
weather. 
G-amo will keep longer than 
butcher meat—say, two weeks—birds 
bciug kept with the feathers on, but not 
drawn, 
and 
venisou 
and 
rabbits 
pauucUcd, but not skmnod. 
Beef will 
require from four to ten days’ keeping, 
or even longer iu cold weather; and 
mutton; if well managed, will sometimes 
bang a fortnight or three weeks without 
spoiling—the longer tho better. 
An 
young moat, however—veal. Iamb and 
mutton—spoils vcrj quickly, one, two 
or three days nt the utmost suffices for 
it. 
Fowls will keep tor a wa',-k and 
turkeys a fortnight, but a goose not 
above nine or ton days. 
In plucking 
binls wliicb have been kept some time, 
care sbonld bo takou not to break tlio 
skin, which will bavo become rather 
tender. 
As ail animal food, however good the 
quality and however well it may bo 
cooked, ia uneatable stale, and. except- 
fish, will certainly prove tough if cooked 
too fresh, it becomoa matter of couBidor- 
able 
difficulty, 
particularly during 
summer, to fix upon the right day for 
cooking a i.iceo of meat which has been 
kept. 
Iti-s 'onlyby daily exaraiuaiion 
and narrowly 
watching 
the change 
whieli meat uudergoea that the liouse- 
•wifo wiil be able to make use of it at 
lii.'it stage, just short of baing tainted, 
which i.s tire proper one at which to cook 
it- 
This ia an art -whioh can only bo 
learnoil by experi ncoand it.a .successful 
practice evinces ooasidorable ski'd, in 
bousobolcl mauagoment. 
Thus, aiiould 
unlookea for cold weatlior have pre­ 
vented the moat roaoliing tho proper 
cooking slate upon the day palculated 
on, the iirudeut aud active housewife 
will liave to provide so-me other dinner 
for that d.-iy and keep tho meat till next 
day or tho next again. 
It cannot bo too 
strongly impressed upon housekeepers 
that oven tlie best moat, if cooked too 
soon, wiii not bo neatiy -h o tender aud 
palatable as meat much inferior wliieh 
has beou kept the proper time. 
There 
are various rvays of keeping 'meat sweet 
and of removing the bad .smell .after it 
bo.s bccximc slig’utly tainted. 
One mode 
is to nil) it over ivith ooarsély-pouuclcü 
ciiareoal, wliich has tho property of ab­ 
sorbing tbo putrcscout gases, and thus 
prevents tho bud smeii. 
The charcoal 
must, of course, be washed off before 
cookiug. 
Another way is to paint the 
meat all over with a solution of salicylic 
acid, or rubbing the moat with tho dry 
acid is the simplest method, aud will do 
for all household puiposes.

'There are in the far M'esteru States 
aud Territories wido ureas with a pecu­ 
liarly mild c im.'tte. 
For several years 
iu succession, both cattle aud sirojp nre 
able to find, their own food, and are in 
fairly good coudition m spring. 
If the 
oiimato were always like tliis, nothin; 
better could be wished. 
But there is 
oco.asionally asevere wint-.r ; the suow 
covers t'le grass, and tho cold piercing 
winds drive the animals before them. 
Unfortunately there are no belts of 
timber, or brush, or oven ravines ia 
which the animals may And shelter and 
rest and theyjof ten beoomo exhausted and 
perish. Provideut shaphorda nnd herders 
flud that this is ono of those cases in 
which it is best to not “ take 
the 
ohaaces,” but to provide a store of food 
each, autumn, as if they were sure that 
a hard wiutor would follow. 
Iu suppiy- 
iug food a, shelter may be provWeJ aud 
a double object gained. 
Tho natural 
grass of the range’s, though coarse, is 
suffieicntly nutritions to 
keep 
the 
animals during the winter, even wheu 
allowed to die and dry whore it stands. 
If it can bo cut and cnrod while yet pm- 
tially green, the hay is of far bettor 
quality. 
The simplest way to keep the 
hay is to set up a ro-.v of posts, about 12 
feet ajiart; those are to be co-cnectod. by 
other sticks rnuaing along aud spiked 
to tlieir tops. 
Ligliter poles aro theu 
la'd from the cross-beam to the ground, 
towards tho north side, and near eaongU 
together to sustain the hay that may be 
piled upon them. 
This wiii make a 
lean-to 
siicd, 
whioh, 
when 
thick'iy 
oovt-red with hay, will afford abundant 
shelter, and at the same timo food witiiin 
roaoli. 
AEicr a' severe storm tiio hay 
may be rc-adjusted, and more, if need 
bo, added. 
A more complete sholtcr 
may be made by sotting up two rows of 
uprights 12 or 14 feet ap.-yrt, using the j Christ. 
sloping.P'jles as before. 
The two rows 
of horizmtal cro.ss-beams, should bo 
connected by light polci. 
Tlris will 
allow a larger amoautpf hay to bo stored 
out of roach oi tho auimali,’.and which’ 
may be used to koep tho sloping portion 
of the shod iu repair.

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B E A tr n CK PaEM S — rurm eT B n ro w ons 
1.0 lljiiik ihHt niisfm is nioctly ccofined lo 
cities ana lareo tillages, and Ihat. country 
air Í3 pure arel larm lioutea ' necessary 
hiallhlul; but whoever has carefully in­ 
spected the premises of the average farmer 
has lound abundant occasion for the low 
fevers which are ihe scourge of ihe coun­ 
try as Well as the city, in the first place, 
all farnuTS should look well to their cel­ 
lars. in too many of them will be found 
rotten apples, cabbages turnips, onions, 
etc. In Bome will be found old liriac, witb 
pieces of decayed meat, sendmg fonb an 
odor, wbea the cover of the barrel is taken 
off, vile enough to v/rench the stomach of 
a p'g. In others there will be musty cider 
bnritls, possibly vinegar casks, in which 
the Vinegar lias jiassed the putrefactive 
strge, oisscminating the spores of decay 
and dealh, not only through the upper 
part of tue house, but even escaping 
through the cellar wundows' and polluting 
the onldour air. 
Decaying wood generates one of the 
most subtle of poisons, because the odor 
is not pi,rticularly offeusive, Kotten tim ­ 
ber ill ihe cellars and mouldy wood or 
chips iu the. wood house fill; the air with 
spoies, which, brcallied by a person is the 
full vigor of health, may be thrown oil 
with mipuuity; but inhaled by; one whose’ 
blood 18 low may find a congenial seed bed 
and generate disease. 
Under the eider 
and vineg-r bariels, and around potato 
bins, may often be fouud old limbers and 
boards that are lull of dry rot, ready to 
propavate itself wherever the rotted parti­ 
cles may find a lodgmeut. in the well, 
also roauu w ood is a subtle poisou, more 
dangerous • than a decoiupotiug toad, as 
the lailer malies his piesence knowu,while 
tew instes are so keen as to delect the pres­ 
ence of ilecayiug wood. 
Probably the most prolific source of 
disease around our larm Jiouses is the cess­ 
pool into which pass the kiiohen and 
chamber slops. 
In the cities and large 
Tillages these are earned off in the sewers, 
but seldom does a larm house have any 
system of sewerage. 
The slops are ton 
often ibrown out of the kitchen door, and 
lett to generate vile odors on lUe surface ol 
the ground. To keep ihe air of the cellar 
and around the house pure aud sweet, we 
have never touud uuyihiug more ecouoml- 
cul, pleusuui aud efBeaeiuua than a free 
spi inkling, as occasion may demand, ol 
dry, a.r-ojakuU lime. Chloride of lime is 
a greater ao.-orbeul ot vile oiiors, ' but ihis 
ilsill IS otlensive lo hiost ollaelory nerves, 
and is also quite exgeuslve. 
Common 
lime IS cheap, and it .-catiered i.eely in the 
cellar and wnerever ibere are impurities, 
win render the ajr s^eet aud wholesome, 
eveu iu tee most dtcoinpo.Lng dog days.

For what purpose do gou get up? To lecd 
the caitli? Why uol leed iheui more the 
eight before? It is a waste ot life. 
In 
the old times they used to get up about 3 
o'clock iu the u.oruliig, ana gone lo wuik. 
long belore the sun had risen wiih “heal­ 
ing upon his wings,” and as a jiist puuisb- 
inent they all had '.he agiie; as they ought 
to have it now. The man who caniiut get 
a living tipnii lllitioi.s soil wiiihoiit risiiig 
bc-toie day.ight ought to starve. 
Kight 
hours a day is enough for any larmer lo 
work except in hai vest time. When you 
rise at lour and work till dark, what is- 
file wortbi Of wiiat use is all the iin- 
prcved maohiuery unless it tends lo give 
the larmer a liiiie more leisure? Wliat is 
harvesiiog now, compared with what it 
was in ihe old time? Think ot the days of 
reaping, ot cradling, of raking and binding 
uud iiiowiiig.

the hall and wiiiuowmg wilb the wind. 
And now ihinK of ihe reapers and mowers 
the biLdeia auil thiesliiug machine i, the 
uidws and cu.livalors, di.ou wUieh the 
ainur nies prelecte-e: fiom the sun.

with all llitse advantages, von cannot gel 
a living witiiout rising iu the middle of the 
night, go iuio senile other Imsiue.-s. 'You 
shemld ne t lOb your lamily ot sleep. Slee-p 
is tnu best medioiue in the world. There 
is no such ihmg as health witiioul sleep. 
S.eep until JOII are tlmroughly res ed and 
re.siored. 
vi Ten you work, work, and 
when y ou get through take a good, long 
and reiresiling sleep. 


cut up inta small pieces; Ibe onions 
must be fned a daik brown, but fake 
care not to burn them; when they ore a 
nice color, talce the pan from the fire, 
and stir into it a tc-aspoonful of curry 
powder, four tablespooufuls of peas 
Hour, anil half a teaspoouful of salt; stir 
these well together, and continue stir­ 
ring uniil the mistura becomes smooth: 
moisten it from time to lime with a 
little hot water or stock, and go on in 
this way Until tiie frying-pan will hold 
no mora; then turn the contents into a 
Btowpan, addiug in all about three pints 
of stock, iucliidiug iliat which has al­ 
ready been put in. Chop up two Jm'ge 
apples, add them to tbo soup, and let 
all boil well together until the apples 
have diasppetired or melted into the 
souxJ, Thi.s will require occasional stir­ 
ring while bolUug; should it become too 
thick, add a little moro stock, aud boil 
up once more, if not thick enough, go 
on boiling until it has been reduced to 
Iho proper consistoucy; it should be 
thick enough to stiok to tlie spoon. 
Eabthenware is CooKisa.—The fla­ 
vor ot fooil baked or boiled in earthen­ 
ware is said by those who have made 
the experiment to be far supenor to 
that of vegetable or animal food cooked 
iu the same way in iron vessels for the 
reason that iron is a conductor of heat, 
while earthenware is a iioii-couductor; 
consequently, food cooked in the latter 
is rarely ever burned, the tlegree < f 
heat not varying percei>tibly during tlie 
process of cooking, thus preserving tlie 
flavor of what is cooked as well as uni­ 
formity througliout the substance of the 
meat, vegetables or grains, until the pro­ 
cess of cooking is completed. So eartli- 
euwai 0 takes the premium, as it deserve» 
to, and those who have found out how 
inueh better they can do their cooking 
m these vessels than iu ironware, give 
pots aud kettles a cold shouider olteu.

itseli” he identified with the -iriil. 
In 
ordinaiy choumstances we know the 
will only as it manifests itself under the 
forms of space, time, and causality ; but 
he contended that there are states of the 
brain in which we penetrate behind 
these forms, and come into contact with 
the will as it is in its own nature. “ At 
such times wo escape from the system 
of intellootual illusions which it is the 
business of science to myestigate; we 
are in the realm of obsolut'e truth,'whieh 
constitutes the proper domain of philo­ 
sophy, 
Even members of the Society 
for Psychical Kesearoh are not likely to 
take up higher gtonud than this , aud 
they will eertáialy not-surpass SqUopen 
hauer in the oonfidence "with w'liich he 
drew eondnsious from his ultimate prin­ 
ciples. 
The states ot the brain which 
lead to such surprisiug results occur 
when we are in “a magnetic sleep,” aud 
a magnetic sleep may be produced when 
we are asleep in the orjinary way. It 
does not follow that if we fall into 
magnetic sleep we shall have magnetic 
dreams ; and If W£i do dre am magnetic­ 
ally, it does not iollo-w that we shall re- 
momber what we have dreamed. 
A 
magnetic sleep is far deeper than an 
ordiuary sleep, and in the slow process 
of awaking from it we may forget the 
spectacle which it has enabled us to 
see. 
Sometimes, however, the impres­ 
sion which the vision has produced on 
our feeling remains; and on these occa­ 
sions, if the vision has been one of 
ooming disaster (as it commonly is in 
the worst of possible worlds, according 
to Socpenhaner), we have what is called 
a presentiment of evil and one presen­ 
timent is sure to ha realized sooner or 
later. 
At other times our magnetic dream— 
that IS our perception of realities—may 
be transformed into a sort of allegory 
which is capable of different interpreta­ 
tions. 
Of this kind were the predictions 
of the Delphic oracle, which frequently 
could not be understood until they were 
fulfilled. SUopeuhauet was not of opinion 
however, that our mysterious visions in 
their original form invariably pass from 
the memory; and ho gives an example 
of one which he himself had au ojipor- 
tiinity of studying. 
Thi* - instance 
seemed tqpum aU the more reraarkable 
because it related to a matter ot little 
importance.

Bear Admiral George fl. Preble, of 
the United States navy, gives some 
interesting facts concerning the loss ot 
life and property in Atlantic passenger 
steamships. 
The writer covers a period 
of forty years, from 1838 to 1879. 
The 
whole number of vessels lost iu these 
forty yea.is was 144, or an average of 
between tliree and four vessels a year. 
A resume of the most important wrecks 
in which large numbers of iiv es were lost, 
gives the city of Glasgow, in 1853, with 
450 Uvea; tho Arctic, with 5G2 lives; the 
Pacific, h e Lyonnais and the Austria, 
with 200, 260 and 533 respectively; the 
Hungarian, of the Allan line, from Liv­ 
erpool to Boston, in I860, with 205 
lives; the Canadian, also of the AUau 
line, 1861, with 30 lives; the Anglo- 
Saxon, of tbe same Une, iu 1863, with 
237 lives; tho Cambria, of the Anchor 
Line, -wrecked iu 1870, losing 196 Uves; 
the Scanderia, of the Morgan Liue. 
which disappeared in 1872, with 45 
souls; the Atlautio, of tbe White Star 
Line, which was wreckedinl873, and546 
Irvos lost; the Ville du Havre, in tho 
same year, with 230 Uves; tUe Schiller, 
of the Eagle Line, wrecked in 1875, 
losing 200 Uves; the Deutschland, of tho 
North German Lloyds, in 1875, witli 
157 lives, and the Pomerania, of the 
Hamburg-Americau Packet Company, 
in 1878, with fifty Uvea. 
Nineteen ves­ 
sels iu the forty years have loat every 
soul on board. 
These were the Presi­ 
dent, iu 1841; Her Majesty, 1854; the 
Tempest, 1857; tho Bechid, 1861; the 
United Kingdom, 1869; tne City of Bos 
ton, 1870; the Commander, 1872; the 
Mary Church, 1872; the Shannon, 1872 
the aharruca,'1872; the Davon, IS 72 
the Ismalia, 1873; tho Auna 1874; the 
Colombo, 1876; the Mexican, 1877; the 
Copia, 1878; tho Hermann Ludwig, 1878 
the Homer, 1878, and the Zanzibar, 
1879. 
It is generally believed that the Cun 
ard Lino has never lost a ship nor tho 
Ufe of a passenger. 
Tliia report shows 
that that Une h.is lost two vessels—tUe 
Columbia, in 1843, and the TripoU, 
in 1872. 
In tho first accident one life 
was lost; none in tho second. 
Tho In­ 
mans’ loss is given at 5 vessels: tho 
Williams & Guion, 6; tho Montreal, 
(AUan Line) 7; tho Anchor Lino, 8; 
North German Lloyds, 4; Compagnio 
Geneiale Transatlantiquo, 5; White Star, 
1; Wilson, IjHami'urg-American Packet 
Company, 1; Antwerp Liue, 1; aud 
State Line, 1. 
More than half the ves­ 
sels lost are said to have been, wrecked 
close to the shore. 
Twenty-four are 
reported missing; 10 were burned atsea; 
8 were sunk by collisions and stress of 
weather. 
It is profiabta that the 24 
reported missing were sunk by ice.

This prrjecttd coal road when corn- 
pitted will bu of immense value, not 
only to Mobile, Selma and Birmingham, 
but to the entire State. 
From Mobile to Selma it opens up, in 
part, a rich agricullural country, well 
suited to stock raising and farming, a 
fine bolt of pine timber, equal to any in 
the State, jiassing near the salt springs 
and wells in Clui k county 
Fifiy-.seven 
miles will connect 
the 
Grand Trunk Railroad and the Setiua 
and New Orleans Railroad, su called, 
giving a continuous line of rail from 
.Mobile to Selma and to Briarfield on the 
lino between Bibb and Shelby counties. 
We are infornigd that a very strong 
railroad company have been organized, 
and they have a corps of engineers in 
the field running 
lines and 
locating 
the route through tho lower pocket of 
the iron and coal fields between Bri­ 
arfield and Birmingham. 
It is thought 
the road will pass through the centro of 
tlieeual measures spreading for miles ou 
both sides of the Cubaba river, tapping 
ü ie E .T . A'’a & Ga. R . 11- at o rn ear 
Briarfield iron works, north of Selma. 
Some of the stockliolder.s o f this com­ 
pany are fresh from the Nickel Plated 
Railroad, in the north west, with their 
pockets filled with millions, proceeds 
of the sale of the N. P. railroad. 
Only 
fifty-seven miles of now mad to build to 
connect Mubile, Selma and Briarfield 
iron works by rail. 
From Briarfield the 
company will branch off in' the direc­ 
tion of Birmingham, and they will only 
have to build the road 12 miles to reach 
the mouth of Dailey’s creek, the centre 
of the finest coal measures in the state.

A'esscls ship­ 
ping from the G ulf i.sland.s, from Me.v 
ieo and South Aiuerioa, will bring car­ 
goes of cofi'ce, tropical fruits and vari­ 
ous p'rciduets and return with cheap coal, 
pine lumber, cotton, 
farming 
imple­ 
ments, luachineTY, iron in rdl sliapes, 
.and all kind of goods suitable to the 
G ulf and sea euast trade. 
W hat will abundant cheap coal do for 
Selma? 
Ii will cause all kind of man- 
ufaeliiring to spring into existence like 
the gruwili o f tho mushruom of one 
night's growth. 
I t will in no great 
length of time muko Selma rival the 
manufiicturing cities of A tlanta, Augms- 
tii, C'ulumbus, iMaoon and Savannalr.

Boon the good people of the 
different neighborhoods saw the good cf 
feet it had on our town, and made ap­ 
plication for a vote on the que.=lioH, and 
every beat in the county but one voted 
I.irgolyfer prohibition; finrlly the people 
o f Cherokee got up a petition to 
pass 
a prohibition bill for the county, which 
weut into effect the fir.st of Jan. 1.S82. 
You see wo have been living under pro­ 
hibition one year and it has proved a 
blessing to the people c f Cherokee. 
I t has prevented 
many a woman and 
child from wanting bread origoing bare­ 
footed. 
You can find some men that 
will say it does nu good and that there 
is as much whiskey ürnnlc hero now os' 
there w.rs before prohibition went into 
effeet. This is not the case. 
I t is true 
some whiskey is drank and some sold 
on the sly, but in place of having it by 
tho barrel it is by the jug. 
I am satis­

hw is violated but it is the case in all 
laws. There is a law against 
stealing 
m urder and all crimes, but slid they go 
on. I f we had no law against crime 
there wouM be more orimoa committed.

Mr. Hammond, has come out through 
yourcolm ns against the damnable stuff 
whiskey, he has come out on tho side of 
the people he represents, on tho side of 
morals and on the side of the Lord.

OuciiAEUs.—Wocde, or 
auyUiing of the kind, to protect orchards, 
arc a very good thing, if protected on the 
proper side; but nme times out of ten the 
protCGtioji is on the rrrong -Sido, which is 
almost always seen on the north or west 
side, whereas it should be on the east and 
south sides. 
It is the cold that injures or­ 
chards and the protection on the north or 
west will scarcely make i . any warmer. 
An orchard should always have a northern 
and never a southern exposure. And wliy'i 
Because the southern exposure will cause 
the buds to expand so early that the Irosl 
will nearly always mitch and kill or dam­ 
age them. 
Oa the contrary a northern ex­ 
posure wiil keep them hack until after 
danger from frost has passed, 
if tlie frost 
melts away before the sun reaches the 
bloom, the tiuit will hot he killed; but tf 
lln! orchatd has an eastern exposure, so 
the early sun can reach the bloom, the 
fruit will nearly almost alwavs be killed 
by a sharp frost. 
If the orchard has a wes­ 
tern exposure, or is protected by dense 
woods of tall timbers on the east, the frost 
will melt away before the sun reaches it. 
The orchard thus protected will bear every 
year. 
I have noticed this for many years 
and khow it to be true. 


P liE t'A IllS O CATrLE FOB W lX T E K .—The 
man, who, thinking to bulid cattle up tor 
winter on turnips, containing only tea per 
cent, of starch and no oil, or on parsnips, 
geuerally counted as pretty good teed, yet 
with only eleven per cent, of starch and 
no oil, will make very slow headway in­ 
deed, 
Preparatory to the coming on of 
cold weather cattle require concentrated 
food, such as is the opposite of being wa­ 
tery and washy. 
A moment's considera­ 
tion of the fact that oats or corn standing 
in value as seven to one, while the food 
value of turnips or carrots is as one bun. 
dred and fifty to one, wdi show that the 
latter should not be relied upon when 
strength and flesh need to be obtained 
without undue delay. 
It is luteuded to 
show bv this statement of the relative val­ 
ues of the articles named that seven pounds 
of oats or com are equal in flesh-making 
value to a hundred and fifty pounds of 
the roots named. 


Sintviis Bkaui.so Oknamsntai. Beiiiiies. 
Many times people wish to know what 
Htirubs they may plant on their lawns that 
will produce ornamental berries after the 
liowcrs and leaves have fallen in Autumn. 
'We name the bJack a!der(y-’i'inos verlicil- 
tíiÍM»),found growing wild in swamps aud 
lieariug a profusion of scarlet co'ored ber­ 
ries; the burning bush {Buonymns alrn- 
fno'purcxia); the rod aud purple barberry; 
the mountain ash and Buffalo berry; the 
snnwberry, and the like. 
Isothiug adds 
more to the beauty of the lawn in late fall 
or early \V inter than Ihese shrubs bearing 
vari-colored fniits. 
They seem to prolong 
the beauties of Summer into the season of 
ice and snow, 
The barberry makes a fine plant for a 
hedge, being a vigorous grower. 
Seeds 
should be first sown in the nursery and 
then transplanted to the fence row. 
It is 
propagated from cuttings and suckers, 
also. 
The gieeu and purple leaf are hardy 
varieties. 


Some of th e Best Peaks —For the ben­ 
efit 01 those who contemplate planting pear 
trees another season, we will name a few 
of the best varieties. 
Thu Bartlett ripens 
lost of September or earlier, keeps good, 
and is of good quality; Belle Lucrative, a 
rich, juicy pear, hut not so profitalile as 
others tor market. 
Clapp’s Favorite is a 
large, bandaome fruit, aud of line qiiality 
wbcn picked early. 
lyson is an early 
uoar of gooil size, and llie tree is a prol.fic 
bearer; quality ot fruit fine. 
Senket is al­ 
ways a desirable variety; nno uavor aud 
good keeper. 
Clalrgeau is a handsome 
fiuit and of an extra large size; the tree is 
apt to overheiir when young. 
D'AuJou is 
a first-rate market pear. an7l the tree is an 
iderd grower; It keeps well until December. 


F aumehs are often at a los-s to know 
how to clean au old pork barrel luidiiug 
It fresh and sweet. 
\Yu have seen the 
following plan recommended : 
It is 
simply to fill the tainted cask or barrel 
with fresh earth; let it stand a couple 
of days, when this should be emptied 
out and more earth ptn iu. 
After two 
or three days empty this out, and make 
hs.surancc doubly sure, invert the bar­ 
rel and btirn burn under it some bits of 
cloth saturated with solutious of sulphur 
and brimstouc. 


xV OOREBSPONDEKT lakcs a sensible view 
of the value of large or smalt potatoes for 
seed. 
i-Jid opinion is that there is no dif- 
iereuce in any re.spect, except the fact that 
the large potatoes liirutsh more. nourish­ 
ment to the young plants at thebegiuaiug. 
For sandy soils he recommends the plant­ 
ing of whole tubers without cutting, after­ 
ward thinning out all the plants in the 
hill to a single one.

A.uosg the olijeclions to fall-planted 
trees aru that they are ireqiimitly put in 
loosely, while many ot the roots do not 
come !ii contact with the soil, 
lienee, to 
Itieir great injury, the roots do not heal, 
but dry up. It should be remembered that 
It IS the drying up of the stems by cold, 
frosty winds, and not so much low tcmpe- 
raliire, that injuruy tall planted trees. 


H eavv sow.s often kill Ibeir pigs by 
crushing them when attempting to give 
them nourishment. 
As the sow seeks a 
convonieut place generally, it is mos'ly 
against the side of the pen, whore the pigs 
are unable to escape. 
By nailing a lioard 
all around the aides only high enough for 
the pigs to ruu uuder,tho sow iski p't away 
from the walis and the pigs are safo.

E lom da Gti.APE E eoit.—This fruit is 
retreshiug and wholesome, especially for 
a billions temperament. 
Its ilnvor is 
sub-aoid, but its jnioy pulp is moIo.sed 
in a tough white membrane of intensely 
bitter taste; when this membrane is re­ 
moved the fm it is delicious. 
I t has 
become the fashion to use it as a salad. 
The fruit is placed on the table whole 
(one IS enough for a party of four or six), 
out in quarters and serve au natural. 
When uct used as a salad, cut the skm 
in sections aud peel it off; sep.arato the 
sections os you would those of an or­ 
ange, and, holding each one by the 
ends, break it open from tho centra, 
disclosing the pulp; tear this out of the 
white membrane which covers the sec­ 
tions, carefully removing every part of 
it; keep tlie pulp as unbroken as possi­ 
ble and put it into a deep dish with a 
plentiful sprinkling ot fine white sugar. 
Lot it stand three or four hoiu's, or over 
night, and then use the fruit. 
Tiupe Cobbt,—Boil two pounds of 
tripe and cut it into strips; peel two 
large onions and cut them into square 
pieces; and put the onions into a stew 
pan -wdth three tablespoonfuls of butter. 
Let it stew till brown, stirring well and 
mixing a tablespooufnl of curry powder. 
Now add oue pint of milk aud the cab 
Blip tripe. 
Let ail stew for an hour, 
skimming it well. 
Serve in a deep dish 
with boiled rice also to eat with it. 
Au 
East India curry powder is made thus; 
Bound very fine in a mortar six ounces 
of coriander seed, three-fourths of nn 
ounce of cayenne, one aud one-half 
ounces of foeuugreek seed, one ounce 
niiinmiiim seed and tJiroeouucesof tum­ 
eric, These artiules can be bought at a 
druggists. 
Pound fine; sift through 
fine muslin; spread on a dish aud dry 
before the fire for three hours, stirring 
frequenUy. 
Keep this in a bottle witli 
a glass stopper. 
F rcit P udding.—Three pints of milk, 
eight Boston crackers split and buttered, 
six eggs beaten hght, two cups of sugar, 
one teaspoouful of salt, quarter of a nut­ 
meg grated, half a teaspooal'iii of cin­ 
namon, one jiouud of stoned raisins, 
quarter of a pound of currants. 
Boil 
the milk, and then add sugar, eggs and 
tl-ivoriug. 
B utter a deep pudding dish, 
put in a layer of crackers and moisten 
with a little of tho custaid. 
Then add 
a layer of fruit, and do this till all is in 
the dish. 
Pour over tho rest of the cus­ 
tard aud bake iu a slow oven. 
Brown 
at tlie last, aud eat hot with or without 
sauce. 
Vienna Coffee.—E qiinl parts Alocha 
and Java coffee; allow ouo heaping 
tahlesjiioon of cofleo to each person, and 
two extra to make good strength; mix 
one egg with tho grounds, pour on the 
coffee half as much boiling water as will 
be needed, let the coffee froth, then 
stir down the grounds and let it boil 
five minutes; then let the coffee stand 
where it will keep hot. but not boil, for 
five or ton minutes, and add tho rest of 
the water. 
To one pint of cream add 
tlie white of an egg, well be-aten; this 
is to be iJut m the cups with the sugar 
and the hot coffee added. 
F benoh Stewed Otstees,—^Wa.sh fifty 
large oysters in their own liquor, strain 
tho liquor iuto a stew pan, .putting the 
oysters into a pan of cold water, season 
the liquor witli a half pint of sherry or 
madeira, the juice of two lemons and a 
little mace. 
Boü t'lis hquor and skim 
and stir it well, whan it comes to a boil 
put iu the oysters well drained, let them 
get heated through, but do not boii 
them. 
Many people consider this the 
nicest way of stewing oysters. 
' ■ Steadied Eisn, —Place tail of fish in 
its mouth and secure it, lay on a plate, 
pour over it a half pint of vinegar sea­ 
soned vntli pepper and salt; let stand 
au hour in the refrigerator, then i.ioiir 
off tl.e vinegar, and put iu a steamer 
over boiling water; steam twenty min­ 
utes, or longer if the fish is very large 
(when done tho meat easily parts from 
tlie bone); drain well, aud servo on a 
napkin garnished with curled iiarsley. 
H am (,'ooked in Ceder.—P u t a i>int 
of eider and a cup of brown sugar into 
enough water to cover the ham; boil 
three hours, or until the skin ivill peel 
off' easily. 
Remove the skin, cover the 
ham with a crust of sugar, and bake in 
a slow oven three hours. 
Lissolve a 
cup of sugar in a pmt of cider and baste 
the ham frequently while bakiug. 
II' 
the cider is very sweet use less sugar. 
Tr.\nsparencie.s 
for windows are 
mode either of what is called “archi­ 
tects’ paper” or of very thin muslm, 
which has been coated over with liquid 
wax, aud left to dry. The best way to 
luünt It is to stretch it over a frame in 
the same way as a piece of embroidery 
•and in this position trace out the design. 
Transparent colors only are used, mi.xed 
with gold size aud a little turpentine. 
Mint Sauce.—'Wash tho sprigs of 
mint, let them dry ou a towel, strip off 
tlie leaves aud chop them very fine; put 
iu a sauce-boat with a cupful of vinegar 
and four lumps of sugar; let it stand an 
hour and before serving stir ail togeth­ 
er. 
Mint sauce, if bottled, will keep 
tor some time and be just as good, if 
not better, than it was the first day. 
A NOVEL decoration for the unsightly 
transom windows, wliich disfigure so 
many rooms in houses, is made by fill- 
iug iu the space with deep colored da­ 
mask paper, upon which handsome 
raised paper figm-es are laid. 
The fig­ 
ures, which are of evei-y variety, can be 
bought singly for twenty-five cents at 
any of tlie loading wall paper and deco­ 
rators' establishmentfa. 
Crumb P ie.—Take one cup of molas­

A variety of dishes should nev­ 
er be permitted, and anj' attempt at waste­ 
fulness should be checked at once? 
Econ­ 
omy and self deuial can be taught at the 
cnildrcn’ii table far more easily than at 
school. 
The diet of children can hardly be too 
plain. 
If they require to be encouraged to 
eat by the administratioa of dainties, there 
must be something radically wrong some-^ 
where. 
It' is unlikely that somethiug is 
constitutional, more probable insuffloieflt 
exercise is taken, or taken at wrong times, 
or the nursery is stuffy, or Ihe bedroom 
badly ventilated,or the parents have forgot­ 
ten that sunshine and fresh air are necessa­ 
ry to the healthy life'of a child as whole­ 
some food Itself is. 
The want of cleanliness, or frequent use 
of the bath, is many times the cause of in­ 
different appetite in ihildreu. 
Without 
cleanltuess of clothes and cleanliness of 
person, you can not have healthy oUildreu. 
Without this the young blood seems pois­ 
oned, the child has neither buoyancy nor 
heart, appetite is depraved or absent, 
and he grows up as pale aud poor as a sick­ 
ly plant. 
Injudicious clothing is another cause of 
dyspepsia. 
It is bad enough to encase the 
body which has attained its full develop­ 
ment in a tight dress, but it is ruinous for 
a child to be clothed in tightly fitting gar­ 
ments. 
Every organ of a ehild’s body 
requires room to grow and expand; if it 
be m any way compressed, the circulalion 
through it becomes lessened,aud it is there, 
for sickly and rendered weak. 
. 
Tightness, therefore, ot any portion o f a 
child's clothing ruins not only the organ 
directly underneath the constriction, but 
imlirectly those at a distanco from it, for 
no damming up of the circulation can be 
tolerated by nature. 
Tightness round the 
waist m children and young people is the 
cause of many cases of dyspepsia,aud in a 
lesser degree so is tightness of the necker­ 
chief, by retaining the blood in the brain. 
Have your children’s clothing loose, then, if 
you would see them healthy and happy. Sea 
too, that at night they sleep not on leather 
beds,and that though warmly they are not 
heavily clotheti. 
Cuildreh should be fed with great regu­ 
larity day by day. 
The parents havmg 
chosen the hours lor dinner, breakiast and 
tea, ought to see that the times are strictly 
adhered to. 
Irregularity in meai hours; and limes of 
getting up in the morning and reliriug to 
bed at night, Is not only prejudicial to the 
present health ot a child, but it teaches him 
habits which arc greatly against his chauces 
of success in alter life. 
1 need hardly speak here about the qual­ 
ity of the food that is placed Before a child; 
against indigestible or too rich food,again«t 
sauces afid spices of all kinds, including 
curries, against heavy fooua of Llic p'ahcako 
dough aud dumpling kind, against unripe 
fruits, against too hot so:ip, against strong 
lea and coffee, or beer,or against overmuch 
butcher’s meat. 
Fray, mothers, do not forget that an in­ 
terval of rest should ensue between the 
meals you give your cmldren, and do not 
injure iheir young digestions by craraming- 
tbem with cake, or buns, or sweets of any 
kind. 
To do so is worse than crnel,il is a 
sin, and a sin which you are but little 
likely to commit if you truly love them, 
and really wish to see them generate into 
strong and healthy men and women. Tarts 
and sweets and confectionery would be 
bad enough in all conscience for children, 
even if they were always pure aud una­ 
dulterated. 
But they are loo often posit­ 
ively poisonous. Feed ou plain and whole­ 
some food regularly from day to day, per­ 
mitting no stulflHg between meals,and not 
forgetting the benefits that accrue from 
frequent changes of diet, more 
espe­ 
cially as regards dinner. 
Do this, and 
your ohil dren will live to bless you ; do 
otherwise, aud expect to see them sickly, 
with veins and arteries possessing no re­ 
siliency, witi»>mucous membranes pale 
and tlabby,pipés of lungs that the accident 
of a slight cold is sufficient to close, mus­ 
cles of limbs so weak that exercise is 
penance instead of a pleaiure, aud flt»U so 
unwholesome that pin’s prick may cause a 
fester,and all this because the blood is im­ 
poverished through errors in diet.

Builders tell us that In t’no early 
days of Philadelphia whitewood was 
largely used in house-building in that 
city. 
I t was used for ratters and joists 
iu the upper stories, aud was m uch es­ 
teemed for its lightness and strength. 
As tho wood 
became soaroe iu tho 
victnity pine yery naturally took its 
iflaoe. 
In an artiola on its present use 
the “ 'iVoodworkor” says: 
In the middle, aouthern, and 'West­ 
ern States, where the tree grows abun­ 
dantly, it has been, and still is, exten­ 
sively used, and is considered a good 
substitute for 
pino, red 
cedar and 
oypross, and serves well for the exterior 
work of houses as well as for extom ai 
covering. 
The panels of doors, wain­ 
scots, aud m oldings of ohimne-ys are 
made of the wood, and shingles have 
been made in 
som e 
States. 
These 
shingles are preferred by some to pine, 
because tJiey are more durable and not 
liable to crack from the efl'oots of in­ 
tenso 
frost 
and 
auushine 
Lumber 
sawed from this tree is used in oil the 
principal cities for tlie panels of civr- 
riages. 
'When perfectly dry they take 
paint well, and will admit of a brilh'ant 
polish. 
It enters largely into coaoh 
manufacturing, and is used in cars, 
wagon-boxes, sleighs, etc. 
It i*. par­ 
ticularly applicable to any work requir­ 
ing soft wood, easily worked, and re­ 
quiring great strength, especially if 
wide work is desirable; 
It was used 
years ago in large quantities iu the 
manufacture of 
trunks, which were 
covered with cloth or skins. 
Large 
quantities of tables and bedsteads have 
been made from this wood. 
They are 
usually stained to imitate mahogany. 
I t often enters into the constr action of 
bureaus 
and 
general 
cabinet work, 
particularly where it is the base for 
coveting with yeneor. 
It Las’' been 
used also in tho interior work of canal 
boats and steamboats. 
As it is easily 
wrought in the lathe, it is often used 
for bowls, brush and broom handles, 
and numerous other articles of turned 
wares. 
Farmers construct eating and 
drinking troughs for their animals of 
the wood, as it stands long exposnre to 
the weather bettor than chestnut or 
butternut. 
It is also used in bridge.s 
in some places; ihe Indians were won't 
to make panoss from tho big trees, and 
some of tbern bad room for twenty ot 
more persons. 
In some parts of tho 
country long lines of fences may bo 
seen tbat a: e made of im ls of this tree. 
One-third of the lumber used in making 
cofllns in New 'York City is wbitewood 
it being used for tlio sides and toi» 
Tery large quantities -are consumed in 
the backs and legs ot pianos. 
Fumr- 
ture manufaoturors use it for ebouizing 
and in parts where great strength is not. 
required. 
A manufacturor of bungs in 
New York uses 500,000 feet atmuaUy 
and it is also used largely iu making 
toys and pumps.

The “properties,” as they arc termed,of 
the theatre, that is, the unused scenery 
and also the machinery and fixtures ot old 
performances, gradually form an immense 
accumula'ion. 
The machinery used m 
“ iSardunapalus” was of very great bulk, 
and is now stored iu the rear of the thea­ 
tre, where It may remain till called for. 
The storage room ui the Booth Theatre . 
of vast fxienl,- and embraces an accumula' 
lion which, no doubt, cost one hundred 
thousand tlollars. It is in this manner that 
the profits arc so often sunk. A play must, 
belore it can be called profitable, pay for 
the expense of getting it up, and hence a 
large risk is taken. 
“Sardanapalus” is 
said to have cost thirty thousand dollars, 
but as the play had a run the outlay prov­ 
ed a first rate investment. 
After a few 
years it may be revived and have another 
run. 
At present, however, it is almost 
forgotten. 
There is at the present ime 
scenery of more than one hundred plays 
lying Idle, and most of it will be painted 
over. 
Scene painters are now yery busy, 
aud the arlisl.s make fifty dollar.sper w eek. 
They work with rapid touch; and acquire 
great skill in this specialty. 'The drop cur­ 
tains; however, are very elaborate, and 
are often highly admired. 
It is G.stimated 
'hat twenty flye thousand persons attend 
the theatres every mgUt.besides those who 
attend other places of amusement. 
One 
reason for this is found in the homeless 
character of New iork life. 
Everybody 
wants to go somewhere to be amused, and 
hence the theatres are crowded. 


Fully a century ago the pleasant vales 
leading up into the Coast Mountains in 
Oalifornia had been penetrated by the 
frontiersmen of Mexico, ot which country 
this whole great region was an ill-defined 
province, under the name of Alta Califor­ 
nia. These men were herdsmen or farmers. 
Early in the present century a colony of 
Russians and Indiana from Alaska, under 
the leadership ot 
Alexander Eoskoff, 
lauded at Bodega Bay, and began farming 
where now is the village of Bodega. 
Not 
Batiafled with this place alone, however, 
they 
travelled 
northward 
some forty 
miles, and established a permanent trading 
post and agricultural station near Bait 
Foint, the site and many of the buildings 
of which are ntiw occupied as the village 
of Fort R oss—an anglicized abbreviation 
of F u erte de los Husos, m the post was 
called by the Spaniards. 
The occupancy 
of this strip of coast—tor their hold ex­ 
tended all the way between Point Arenas 
on the north and Point Ruges on the south 
—by the Muscovites from 1811 until 18-10, 
when they abandoned them station, left its 
impress upon the names of the region, and 
especially clings to the principal stream 
watering this ponton of the redwood, belt 
—the Russian River. ________

Late accounts from California notice 
the great increase in the size of the vine­ 
yards there, 
A plantation of 200 acres 
used to be considered a large vineyard; 
now vineyards of 500 aud 600 acres are 
not uncommon, and one ot 1,500 acres 
was recently planted near Los Angeles. 
It is expected that m three years or so 
California will possess vineyards of 5,000 
or 6,000 acres m extent. 
The total num­ 
ber ot acres at present devoted to vine 
culture is estimated at about 100,800, all 
of which will be bearing in about four 
years' time, and producing about ■10,000,. 
000 or 50,000,000 gallons annually. 
New 
wines at present fotoh from 20 to 25 cents 
per galiou for dry wines, either red or 
white. 
Sweet wine is dear, ranging from 
66 to 75 cents per gallon. 
Though nett 
year's prospects 
are good, last year's 
prices for grapes are not likely to he main­ 
tained, as the cellars of San Francisco are 
I said to be full.

Whetlicr tUo manure sbould be applied in 
the spring or the fali depends on the char­ 
acter of the soil and the crop that is to 
occupy the land. 
Manuring in the fall is 
usually followed by corn or grass; more 
ctnnmonly corn, if the laed lias been ic 
clover. 
It is an advantage to spread ma­ 
nure at this season, as the frost and expo­ 
sure to the air and rains convert it into a 
fine condition and hasten its deconipcsi- 
tiou, wiiich is what the farmer wishes. 
The hauling can be done now without hi«- 
dranoe, as no other farm work «cods pres­ 
sing attention, which brings the biisy sea­ 
son of spring forward with a heavy por­ 
tion of the work nnished 
It is feared by 
some farmeis that by applying manure in 
lie fali there occurs a loss of ammonia. 
There is no doubt of the formation of am­ 
monia, owing to the decomposition that 
tabes place, but ammonia is largely absor­ 
bed by water, which carries it downward, 
and once it finds its way into the sol! the 
vegetable and mineral acids with which it 
comes m contact changes the ammouia 
into salts, whioh vary according to ihe 
kind of acids united to it. The salts of 
ammonia do not remain fixed in charactoi', 
for, being ever changeable, they are con- 
tinually being broken to pieces and re­ 
formed oy acids stronger than those to 
which it has been joined, and tbeir char­ 
acter is regulated by the ingredients con­ 
tained m the soil. 
The manure should bo 
spread as soon as hauled, for if left in 
heaps the rains Jcach them, and the soil 
will be richer in some places than mothers. 
The soil, however, must ciso he lakun into 
consideration. 
It is not the bolter plan to 
spread manuie in the fall on light, sandy 
soil tdat IS poious, for the heavy rains and 
melting snows of winter will carry away 
a great portion ol it ami cause waste of the 
soluble substauces. 
On heavy soils, suqh 
as are underlaid with clay, the advantage 
IS to spreaa in the fail, but it the laud, is 
roiling it should first be plowed before 
spreading, in order to prevent wasliiug.

mixed with the flour. 
Dissolve a heap­ 
ing tablespoouful of chocolate with a 
little milk, bettor still with cream. 
Then dip out a cupful of the cake - bat­ 
ter, and stir the chocolate in it tilt it is 
all thoroughly' mixed aud brown. 
Cov­ 
er tlio bottom of the cake tin ivith the 
batter, aud then in two or throe places 
form little rings with the chocolate-col­ 
ored hatter, then yntt in another layer 
of the light, and so on until all is used. 
This cake should be baked in a moder­ 
ate oven, and the top and sides also, if 
you choose, be covered v/ith chocolate 
icing. 


M acauoni ao Gn.tTiN,—Take half a 
pound of spaghetti macarroui, four oun­ 
ces of choose, two ounces of- butter, 
three-quaiters of a cupful of Dnchiunel 
sauce.
